diſordered State; more reſembling a confuſed chaos, 
than the well-built frame of a regular and orderly 
Government.. For the Juſtice of State being of an 
higher farure muſt not ſtoop to a conformity with

2, Nobility is'a ſpurre'to vertue, a great incite- 
ment -to worthy and noble actions. For as we all de- 
rive our firſt inclinations to good or evil from the imi- 
tation of others ; ſo domeſtick examples being ſweet- 
ned by all the endearments of a: tender love and care, 
and a-natyral propinquity, have the moſt quick and 
lively impteffions. Beſide thar, publick expeRation 
addes incotiragement, and enforces the duty with a 
| ſtronger obligation , and the fear of a greater blot,and 
a:fouler ſtain of diſhonour deterres them from being 
degenerate. For there can be no greater incitement 
to worthy and noble performances, than to conſider, 
as Pliny hath it, Quibus imaginibus oneretur, que & 
quanta nomina ſuſtineat. That they are bound to make 
g00d what their anceſtors have done ; and to kee 
alive thoſe ſparks of honour. which their vertue hat 
kindled : That 'tis as much their duty to claim their 
vertuous inclinations by right of inheritance, as 'tis 
cheir happineſs to derive-honour and reputation from 
I them, And then the benefit of nature will be turned 
E into their own due praiſe : whereas otherwiſe they-cur 
: off the intail from themſelves, and have no right to 
that which they will not tranſcribe: and imitate, 
i Chia.

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/ Again, Nature hath-placed them on a riſing:;groutd, 
and given them thoſe advantages whereby they may. 
eafily attain-to the higheſt improvements: of 'yertut 
and goodneſs, 'They have a ſtock wherewirh to be- 
ging and Facile eft inventis addere, tis more eaftet9 
perfect what is already begun, than to lay a foundation 
of great attainments, Hence it 1s that Ariſtorle ſays;

Becauſe all men are wont to addeto what they already 
poſſeſs. *Tis moſt natural for men to look unto the 
rock whence they are hewen, and to the pit whence 
they are digged, And therefore they who are of a 
lower original cannot ſo eaſily exalt- their thoughts 
(unleſs excited by ſome extraordinary power) above 
that ſtation wherein nature hath -placed them : As 
water can aſcend no higher than from whence it de- 
ſceads, They may look upon higher and nobler at- 
chievements as objeRts of wonder, but nor: as incou- 
ragements of their imitation, They may. gaze upon 
thoſe Starres, but they have no contrivance whereby 
to-approach their ſtation, Their condition and capa- 
city is as the ſon of Sirach deſcribes it, Zccleſpaſtions 
38.33. They ſhall not be ſought for in publick coun- 
ſel, nor fit high in the congregation : they: ſhall not 
fit in the Judges ſeat, nor underſtand the ſentence of 
judgement : they cannot declare juſtice and judgrhent; 
and they ſhall not be-found where Parables' are 
ſpoken. - . EAN ES | | 
3. Nobility as it includes hereditary right, pats the 
government out of diſpute ; tis the moſt probable 
way and. means to prevent all chat unhappy ſtrife, 
| D ambition, 
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ambition and envy, all the dangerous conſequences of 
contentions and emulations that are moſt likely to be- 
fall eletive Kingdomes, It cuts off thoſe miſchiefs 
that commonly happen in the intervals of Govern- 
ment. *Tis neceſſary that ſuch a great and importance 
affair ſhould be tranſated by ſomeching that 1s clear, 
manifeſt and beyond diſpute, Theexceſs of merit is 
uncertain, the effe&ts of violence are dangerous and - 
dreadful, as we have fonnd by woful experience: and 
I hope that now our eyes are open to diſcover that 
the conſent of the people may be fallaciouſly and frau- 
dulently pretended, or perfidiouſly and impudently 
challenged, when "rwas never given. Therefore let

Bat we have great reaſon on the contrary to believe 
that now all men diſcern how ſafe, how neceſfary, how 
honourable it is for them ro commit themſelves tothe 
Government of a moſt excellent and indulgent Przxce, 
whom God and Nature have deſign'd tobe the Father 
of his Country, I- hope that now-thoſe-happy times 
are come which his late Majeſty foretold, wherein-the 
Subjects of cheſe Nations have learnt by their miſe- , 2 
ries, That Religion to their God, and Loyalty to their 2 Barel 
Kine, cannot be parted without both their fin and their Tr 7 
infelicity.

To make this evident, I ſhall not think my ſelf ob- 
liged to enumerate all his noble and Royal Progeni- 
tours ;- or to declare how heis related to many of the 
greateſt and nobleſt Families of Chriſtendome in Fo- 
rain parts; or how he is deſcended both from the 
Norman and Saxon Kings for above eight hundred 
years. Neither ſhall Tendeayour to make out what 
Yerſtegan a late Antiquary ſays of K. James, his 
Majeſties Grandfather of happy memory, that he was 
of the -ocomadbrng/ to of all thoſe four Nations that 
were ſubje& to his Scepter. If all this and much 
more that might be ſaid were at large diſcourſed, it 
might appear that his Majeſty is a Prince as highly 
and nobly born, as any that reigns in the Chriſtian 
world. 

But to come nearer to the purpoſe, I ſhall confine 
what I have to ſay on this point, to his immediate 
deſcent from his Royal Father, our late moſt gracious 
Soveraign Lord K, CyHaries of ever-blefled' and 
moſt glorious memory, We need not go farther 
nor inquire into the Vertues of his more remote Pro- 
genitours : 'tis a great and high degree of Nobilicy 
co deſcend from him who was the glory of Kins, 
the mirrour of Pzxinczs, and the honour of Max- 
x YRS; but the everlaſting ſhame of thoſe traitours 
and parricides that conſpired his death, The & he (to

of three flouriſhing Kingdomes, but alſo with the ſuf-

Church , the power of the Laws, the honour of hu 


Crown, the priviledge of Parliaments , the liberty of 
hs people, and his own conſcience, which was dearer io 
him than a thouſand Kinedomes, His conceſſions to 
his laſt Parliament ſhew that he had a large heart to 


do good; and I wiſh he had never had an occaſion to 


demonſtrate his invincible patience and conſtancy in 
ſuffering evil. But though his name may be among 
the unfortunate, yet withall it will ever remain 1n 
the Catalogue of moſt vertuous, Pxinczss, The 
good he did, and more that he intended, is enough 
to clear up the darkeſt of his afflitions, and to {cat- 


ter the Cloud of his undeſerved misfortunes, He 


was ſo eminently good and juſt , that I wiſh all the 
Kings and Princes of the world were altogether ſuch. 


as he was, except thoſe bonds ; except the heavy preſ- aa 26. 


fure of his unmerited ſufferings. Not that I think 
tis unworthy of a Prince to be conformable to the 


Captain of our Salvation, who was made perfeil Heb.2.10., 


through ſufferings; but becauſe whenever this hap- 
pens1t muſt needs redound to the miſery of his ſub- 
jets: As when the Sun is eclipſed, 'tis not he,/but 
the earth, that ſuffers a diminution of light. 

It may be you may wonder that I lay before you 
at this time an obje& of grief; and you may think 
that a diſcourſe that ſounds like a Funeral Sermon.,. 
will ftain-the joy of-this day's ſolemnicy, But I'de- 
fire you to conſider, that'tis no ſmall part of our joy, 
that we can now ſecurely mourn and- expreſs our 
grief for the ugtimely death of that: incomparable.
